Carbcndale, Fa., Oct. 25.—This sec- 
| tio-i of the state has had very little 


rain for many weeks, and as a result 
a severe \vator famine is being suf- 
fered. At Oiyphant, six miles be'ow 


j this city, there is no water in the 
) mains and the electric light station and 
| several coal collieries have been shut 
i down, because of the scarcity of wa- 
| ter. The Ontario and Western rail- 
j road is running water trains composed 
' of old locomotives and oil tank cars 


from Belmont to Oiyphant, a distance 
of 25 miles, in order to give water for 
drinking purposes and to keep the lo- 
comotives going. 
In several sections 


of the county forest fires are burning, 
endangering houses and coal breakers, 
and the fires cannot be quenched be- 
cause of the lack of water. At Jermyn 
the flasr.es crept to within a few rods 
of the Moosic Powder company's plant, 
and were there checked after much 
trouble. At this place the flames came 
within 20 feet of the large Klotz silk 
mill, which employs about 1,000 per- 
sons. At Forest City, five miles above 
here, tv.-o houses on the outskirts of 
the town were destroyed. The fire on 
the mountain extends from Forest 
City, ia Susqtiehaana county, south to 
Oiyphant, in this county, a distance of 
17 mi!es. Much valuable timber has 
been destroyed. 


Bellefonte. Pa., Oct. 25.—It has been 


five weeks since rain has fallen in this 
section, and the forests 
of 
Centre 


county are again being swept by fire. 
Monday morning fire started- on the 
Allegheny mountains, and the flames 
soon spread over thousands of acres of 
land, destroying many thousands of 
dollars worth of the best quality of 
timber. Monday night the mountain 
east of Snowshote was a seething mass 
of flames. Hunting camps have been 
abandoned and woodsmen on lumber 
jobs have dropped their work and 
turned to saving the saw mills from 
destruction. In the different parts of 
the eonnry people are fighting hard to 
keep the fiames from reaching their 
homes. 
There have been many in- 


stances of families narrowly escaping 
serious injury from the flames. 


Connellsville. Pa.. Oct.24.—Connells- 


ville is blinded with the terrific forest 
fires which are raging without any in- 
terruption all along the crest and sides 
of Chestnut Ridge. The situation is 
really serious, so extensive and wide 
is the area of flames. The air is so 
laden with the blinding blue smoke 
that the citizens of Connellsville can- 
not see across the Yonghiogheny river 
Into New Haven, and every house is 
filled with the haze. The fires have 
crept down and are drifting their burn- 
ing embers over South Connellsville. 
Ahead of the Sames may be seen flocks 
of birds, squirrels and other game. 


Dunbar, Pa., Oct. 24.—This section is 


enveloped in a heavy cloud of smoke, 
caused by the mountain fires which 
have been burning along the slope of 
the Laurel Ridge since last Saturday 
afternoon. The fire has burned over 
miles of mountain land, 
extending 


from this place to Bear Run. Many 
of the mountain people spent a sleep- 
less night, lest the fire should steal 
upon them and destroy their comes. 
Many of the farmers are at work rak- 
ing the leaves and brush away from 
their homes and fences, thus handi- 
capping the fire. 


Bedford. Pa.. Oct. 25.—One of the 


most extensive and destructive forest j 
fires ever experienced in this part of 
Bedford county has been raging on 
Wills and Dunnings mountains for the 
past three days, and thousands of dol- 
lars worth of valuable timber has 
been destroyed. 
Tae annual appro- 


priation of ? 1,000 for fighting these 
fires has all been expended, and tfce 
fire is not yet under control.

FIGHT WITH JGUBEBT IMMINEFT. 


London. Oct. 25.—The Cape Town 


rorrespondent of The Daily Mail. teSe- 
graphing at 9:45 last evening, says: 


Genera! Yule has performed a bril- 


liant 
strategical movement. By a 


swift march to the south, leaving Glen- 
coe empty, he has effected a junction 
of his forces with those of Sir George 
Stewart White, slightly to the north 
of Ladysmith. The two are now In a 
position to offer battle. I believe the 
first attack will be made on the large 
Free State force which entered Natal 
by way of Tiutwa Pass, and which 
has since been harassing Ladysmith. 
The military authorities decided that 
by joining their forces the two generals 
would be better able to cope with one 
large force at a time than by having 
two small detachments to oppose 
simultaneously t\vo big Boer forces. 


Accordingly, after defeating the Free 


State troops, they will offer battle to 
Commandant General Joubert. Only 
40 miles now separate the two Boe- 
forces. Hence the need for swift and 
telling action. 


The two sections of the Boer army 


together outui-mber the entire British 
force by 3 to 1. Hard fighting is cer- 
tain at a very early date. Our men are 
confident, and there is 
much en- 


thusiasm. 


The fighting today outside 
Lady- 


smith was a mere brush. The losses 
on neither side v.-ere significant.

was merely an artillery duel, in which 
the Boers came off decidedly the worse.

thousands, causing us to look for almost 
total annihilation of one and perhaps 
both of the opposing armies, when near- 
ly equally eqoipped^and facing one an- 
other. All nations aie taxing the public 
to maintain war equipments. About one- 
third of all taxation pays the interest, 
principal and pensions created by past 
wars, another third is required to pay for 
the maintenance of war equipment and 
to provide for future wars, leaving only 
one third for the legitimate expenses of 
a nation at peace. The standing armies 
of Europe exceed four millions of men, 
and the reserves who have served two or 
more years, increase the fighting strength 
to over twenty millions of trained sol- 
diers, about one-tenth of the able-bodied 
men on the continent. With, the mitrail- 
leuse 6,000 Germans were swept away in 
ten minutes at the battles aiound Metz 
in the Franco-Prussian war, and what 
can we expect in present anu future 
wais, now that the weapons of those 
days, destructive as they were, are as 
playthings compared to the constantly 
improved weapons of the present day ? 
I have cot time, and perhaps you have 
not the space in your paper to spare, to 
go deeper into the subject now, but will 
add that this time it was foretold by the 
Master, "Upon the earth, distress of na- 
tions with perplexity, mens hearts fail- 
ing them for fear, and for looking after 
those things which are comins on the 
earth." (Luke 21; 25, 26) and this leads 
us to the true source of all knowledge, 
the Bible, which gives us all the infor- 
mation regarding not only the present 
but the future and the past. There we 
find that this world, or social order, can 
not end before the year 1914, though there 
will be a "time of trouble, such as never 
was since there was a nation" "the great

There are more old-fashioned clocks 


around than people would think,"says 
aa Augusta man who makes a specialty 
of repairing them. 
"Most of those 


with the wooden works are of Ameri- 
can make, I think. It must have been 
expensive to import the clocks with 
brass movements iu those eariv davs, 
aud the ingenious Yankees set to work 
to make their own clocks from wood. 
Most of them are made from the apple 
tree, aud with oaly a brass scape 
wheel and iroa wires. 
Thev are not 


so diSereni from the clocks made now- 
adays, aad they can be repaired aad 
will really keep excellent time. 


"The principal thicg to do in re- 


pairing theai is to put new teeth ia 
wooden wheels where they have beea 
worn or besa broken off. Those are 
dovetailed ia and then filed into shape, 
aad the clock is as good as new. Thea, 
again, the holes ia the wooden backs 
are worn aad brass bushiags are put 
ia. 


"Most of the old clocks are eight- 


day clocks, aad they are frequently 
less trouble to put ia order than the 
modern clocks. It is the pendulum 
which regulates the movement of the 
clock, and those long, heavy pendu- 
luais are less affected by jars than 
shorter ones.
